Americans in the Minority But
They Rule the Coun-
try.

Our New Follow-Cllizens.
(William Elilot Griffis.)

Our new possessions lie nearly mid-
way botween Cubn and the Philippines,
both ns to latitude and longitude. In
aren they are about the wsize of Con-
neotiout and Dolawnro combined, Of the
twolve islands, four nre barren rocks,
one is the home of leplers, seven are
forlile, boanutiful, and  peopled,
Hawall is the hall-way bonse betwoen
continental shores, Cut by the parallels
which pass through Mexico snd Annum,
it is rich in sub<tropical fruits and food,
withal Landsomely suitable as huaven
forships nnd the storage of conl, which
nowndays s of more value than the
winds to tho sailor, It seoms te be vory
distant and to e so far out west in the
Pacific oconn us to bo semi-Asiatie or
“Orentinl,” yot it s soveral hundred
miles thin side of the western ond of
Alaskan possessions, Indeed, should
the Philippines become ours, to remain
under the stars and stripes, wo shall
have to revise our use of the terma*'enst’’
and “west”, Hawali has o nomo easily
proununced, Bontimentally, it hus long
beon part of Americs, 1t s vow 8o in

renlity.

Although Bpanlards first discovered
Hawail, and some were even wrocked ujr
on its shores, mingling by intermarriage
their blood with nutives, whose descen-
donts, the Keken, show n light skin,

Caucasinn fnclnl contour, and frecklod
faoes, yet Captain Cook's is the first
Europenn name associnted with this
now bit of the United statos. He went
out lnto the south sens to observe the
trunsit of Venus over the fnee of the sun,
petting sail from Plymouth in the ship
Endeavor, He soceeedod handsomely.
He added the continent of the kangaroo
to Great Britian, nnd returned in 1771,
On hin second journey, to discover the
supposed  unknown continent Terrn
Australis, ha left Plymouth July 13,
1772, 1n 1778 he got buck, having lost
but one man and hardly & spar, Lo tell of
the Hawalinn Islands, which s had soen
in 1778, These he named nfter the re-
tod noble inventor of steatified re
reshments. This worthy fourth Farl of
Sandwich, John Montague, who liked to
lay vards without intormission, had
in luncheon, of slices ol bread Inclosing
ham, brought to him at the gaming-
table,

About this time our fathers were ulso
interested in trausits, and the elemoents
for that of Venus over the sun's dise, on
Decerber 9, 1774, were calculated by
our own Itittenhouse, of Philadelphin.
The platform used by the wstronomers
stood in Independence square, nnd from
it the declaration of Independence, whon
fully signed, was rend to the people. It
showed n new born political star moving
acrosa the dise of history. In our gen-
erntion we have wseen, oun July 4, 1804,
the republic of Hawaii, riing out of the
son, or u now atar wbove the horizon,
This very month ol July is rich in births
and transitions, Itis that also of the
dutch declarntion of independence from
Spain, in 1670, as well ns that of the
nccoptance by the United States of
Amerion of the gilt of the first republie
in the Paciflie, which hencelorth shines
na i lumioary in the American galaxy.

How muany peopls are in our new
oosanie territory! The latest census,
that of 1898, enumerated 108,020; por-
sons. O pure Hawalian blood, S,045;
of Japanese, 26, 407; of Chiness, 21,010,
ol Portuguese, 15,101; leaviog 5,303
Americans wnd Eoropeaus, the former
being by far the majority and constitu.
ting the bulk of the educated persons ol
influence nnd property.

Lot us look wt each of these siraios ol
humanity, While probably the wmajority
of Asintion in the islands are linmigrants
from Chinn and Japan, most s the Pore
tuguese, cortainly voe hinii of them, were
borue in the Archipelago, 18 in believed
that mbhout Biteen thousand persous of
Furopean or Amercan blood frst saw
the Hght in Hawail,  Thousands of ohil-
drets also ure the offspring of Uhloeme
and Japanese (ntbhers and Hawaian
mothers, lorming a stook  which »
woticvably an improvement oa the abore-
iginal dement. The major portion ol

flset to Jupan. Only lust yoar o Japan-
oo junk thit had been swept in this sem-
jeironlar and recured current stranded
on ono of the Hawalian Islands,

Furthermore, the annlogies of lnn-

unge and the romurkable basie similar-
ty of personal and household arrango-
ments in the whole island world, from
the Philipines to the Sitkan and Hawn-
limn Archipelagoes, show that the North
Amoricay “Indinus,'” of all sorts and
kinds, and thoe Hawnlinns are ag olosely
related to one another as are the vorl
ous Kuropean nations, Ho who studies
the line ol nutural lHghthouses, the chain
ol landmarks, the unceasing food sup-
ply lying nlong that great ecirele, from
tho § Malay Archipolago to Central
Amerios, haa little trouble to mceount
for the origin of the natives of Americn
In Hawaii,

A rough glance at their history shows
the old story of conquers nnd conquered,
suggesting that every portion of the
onrth has been foudalized orits land
held in military tenure, Just ns the
Mulays and Japaness lived under forms
of fewdalism even bofore any Mondez
Pinto or Captain Cook changed the un-
lottored night of prehistorie times into
the dawn of written histogy, wso the
Howalinn had wrought odta feudal
system not lutrinsically different from
that of Medimyal Europe. Even today
keon observers believe they can trace
the blood of the old chiels, who throngh
the oonturies of war had stroggled
toward centralization of authority, Be-
fore white men came, Hawaillan society
consisted of two classes—those who
owned lnnd and those who did not, By
the time Cook arrived, there were only
flye or six independent  rolors, onch of
whom in his petty kingdom was suzerian
over vassal chiofs who supplied food or
military wervice, These lower chiels
wors in turn served by the middle men
between the rulers and the poople, the
latter being little more than serfe, This
tendency to contralization beeame in-
onrunte in Kamehameohn, who at the
ond of the last century had made him-
solf soversign of the whole arehipelago,
A in ourdays there hos been a tendency
in hermit nations to self-reformation, so
in Hawaii itseems hardly possible to
deny that, without foreign influence
(thoogh it is guite possible that the little
infusion of Spanish blood may huve had
some transforming power), there was a
tendency of Hawali toward emergency
from barbarism into civilization,

The victor-king having strengtnened
his kingdom, died in 1819, Fitly today
hin wtstute, in heroic attitude and
nncient garb, stands in Honolaln,  The
Hawaiian symbol of soversignty was
not erown or seepter, sword, mirror, or
erystal ball; not almanae or coinnge;
but a feather clonk made of thousands
of “wes modest feathers,” tipped with a
spot of color, which grow singly on the
inner bodiea of a species of little birds
nearly extinet. Under the courageous
lendership of his son and his widow, the
age-old wystem ol Taboo was over-
thrown aud the resotionary party de.
fonted in battle, Then a wild storm of
jconoelasm burst upon the islands, The
leonoelasts destroyed the idols so thor-
oughly that it was with ditficulty there-
ulter that noy could be  secured lor curi-
ositios, When the American mission.
aries, lourteon  strong, came  in 1820,
they found & untion  without meligion,
They reduced the language to writine,
introduciog the printing press and grad.
unlly Btting the natives for civilizsd gov
sroment. The evelution ol rights and
privileges followsd  steadily wpon the
adoption of ehristianity by the Hawa-
lans, while the Introduction ol horses
and cattle, s woll ns Innumerable ideas
and improvements by larsignemn, com
pleswly changed the tnee of  the country
and of sociely, vapeoially whers humaa
beings were groaped (o villages, towas
and ol s,

The native Hawaiian s still the most
interesting spocimen of humianity to be
found n the wignds, He la & winsome
wind By person, thisnative Kanaka
He has the geatas of good natare. e
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aranges, and cwvanuis  Bang  wear his

grass huot by the millions. No one could
ever locite hore, or even imagine,
Christmas-tree in  these isles, where
branches are ever laden with color and
delicacies.

Only nn occasional hour of work is
needed to keep the taro-pateh in order,
The grass seems to be a permonent bed,
inviting to continuons naps, while the
flowers, fragrant and  beautifol, lure to
amusement aud decoration, The Kanka
will indeed ride his pony—purchased for
what the man in the song found in his
inside pocket—to town, and there on
the dock or post-offies steps, chat over
the news by the hour; but hnrd work
hus no charm for this son of the sun.
His wile and children, like himself, love
flowers, His daughter, lower-garlanded
and eschewing side-saddle, rides astride
i horse and a.lInJm over road and street
like i "'weorcher.,’”” Like her lather and
brother, the maiden in at home in the
surl, having learned to awim when a
baby.

We are not Ilknlly to be oppressed
fluaneially by ourlellow cltizens, Fhumil
has not yet reared . native millionaire
or a Bhylock. The Kaoaka can keep a
fruit stand, a fish stall, or a curio shop,
but his is not the inheritance of the cun-
ning Jow or the shrowd Yankes, The re-
sults of eenturies of mercantile training
aronot in him. Though he makes a de-
lightlful servitor behind the eounter, it
in rare indeed that he is found in the
connting-room, or that his name appenrs
in that of a firm known abroad as well
an at home, Nevertheless, you will fiud
him nt all occupations. He makos n
superb bontman and fisherman, n good
mechanie, bookkeeper, compositor, and
wven editor, lawyer, and minister. Heo in
n politicinn alwo, but as s cunning fol-
lower, never as o foreeful leader, Life
has boen too easy for him and his an-
costors to enable him to compete with
men from Old or New England; with the
Chiness, who have reduced competition
in practical lifo to asclonce; or oven with
the restless Japanose,

I, na gome German philosophers say,
the potato has caused the decadence
and proved the ruin of the Irish, so the
taro has prevented the developement ol
the Hawalinns, This water-plant, so
common in China and Japan, has found
its most congeninl home in Hawaii.
There is no  “"marvyrdom of man,” to
use Winwood Reade's suggestive phrase,
in Hawailan agriculiuce, Drop the ta-
ro eitber in the irrigated ditches, any-
whera, or even on the uplands, in the
molst climate of Hilo, continue to plant
at odd times during the year, and one
sere  will yleld enough to  sustain
oighteen meon during twelve months
Ona small pateh, kept Trom weeds by an
oceasional hour of labor, will easily feed
n whole family, *Ten acres enough,’ in
Yankoo land may safely loss ita decimal
in Hawaii and yet suffice for n houss-
hold. This erop, which never [alls,
together with banaonas, wild oranges,
coconnute, and ﬂnh, makes sustennnce
too wure. Thers is not enoogh of the
“dicipiine of upcertainty' for the best
human developement,

Our new follow-citizgen fHnds his chiel
lood in poi. This he makes by cooking,
seraping, and pounding taro, walting
forn alight lermentation, adding water
and beating into paste, Then, probably
alter his fingers have been greased with
roast pig (somewhat alter the most ap-
rruvml style hinted at in Charles

.amb's  “Dissertation’’) or even with
firled fish, he whips 8 goodly mass
aronnd his foreflnger, and hoists it into
his mouath, without call for fork or
apoon, In modern times his house stove
very likely consista of an old kerosene
tin, cut out at one side nnd on the top;
but for an open-air fenst he uses nn oven
dug in the earth. In this his pigs, cuts
of beef, and the meat food generally, are
wrapped up in taro-leaves, Then the
packages, being properly stratified into
o five or six decker sandwich, guarded
by moistened banann-tree tiber and lnid
between red-hot stones at the bottom
and n top mass of earth, are steameod
during five or wix hours.  This process
equals Delmonico’s, und beats the revol-
ving spits of our hotels, in bringing out
the fluvor. Thus the most deliciously
cooked vinnds for their famouns fensts
ars served on palm-lerves al fresco,

Neavertheloss, the labor for such a
fenst is o #severs tax on the Kanaka, It
menns i spurt, Then comes the inevi-
table reaction. Fond as he is ol drink.
ing nod being merry, the Hawaiian is
atill more foud ol recovering weariness
by resting long in “aweot doing nothing,"”
No wonder that the ceaseloss industri-
ous and thrilty Chinamen beat the na-
tives nt farmiog aod v most loes of on-
deavor that require manunl lnbor while
the brainy Yankee and European rich in
nervols foree exesl  him wherevor pro-
longed head-work bs requied,

This e true of the majority. There is
another side, of course, and 8 nobler
wide, bat of the minority- [t s & serious
question, not indeed whether tho Hawa-
Han muost, or whether he will go the way
of the dodo and  the bison, lor, hesides
being dandied in laxury on Mother
Nature's lnp, he has boon worsted (o the
battle ol lile by the horrible  diseases
which the white men brought when they
“bade good-bye 1o God sod sellpe-
straint o the old days belore the better
intlustoes of Christinnity  rootsd  them.
aolves (o Lhoso inles which walted so long
for Chirist s lnw,

10 s wimost certain that Captaln Cook's
satimnte of PHLIEND patives 8 g gross
uggregntion.  The number should hiave
beon dividod by two ab least. Yot it s
witbd touday to bebold so amall a survival
ol the ariginal populalion,
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from the Azores and Madeiras to labor
on the plantations. Their capacity for
improvement s shown in this, that ns
woon aa the Chinese were imported in the
summer of 1865, the Portogness, espec-
inlly those born oo the islands, turned
their hands to the work of skilled me-
chanica, Most of the publie improve-
ments in the archipelago have been
wrought by them, They co.operate in
most of the socinl and political measures
which are inpugurated by the itelligent
men of the community, and are heartily
in sympnthy with the United States,
having thus far used their rights of suf-
frage intelligently, Their spiritual sus-
tenance is derived through the Roman
Catholic, Church, which always makes
for law and order.

The Chinese began to come in 1865,
having been invited, nnd indeed brought
over by the Hawalian Dorenn ol Immi-
gration, Asitis nearly impossible to
get o Chinese woman across  the “black
wives,” these immigranta were all
mules, and therefore did not improve
the social life of the Hawslians, any
more than the white sailors from Chris-
tendom. Batasio all the Malay and
Polynerinn world, the son of a Uhinese
fnther is s decided improvement on his
josular mother's  stock, usually rese-
bling his paternnl eathor than his ma-
ternnl nuoestors,

The Chinese takes to labor naturally, i
He knows how to replenish the earth
and subdae it. Ho has the hereditary

virtoes of thrift, patience and industry.
In Hawail he has control 6! much rieb
land onee held by patives, Now we wee
the rice flelds  aud taro-patehes, truek |
farms and  poultry-yards  overywhere
worked by the Clilness, and that many ol
these larmers and mechaaios ITrom the
Flower Land have beeome rich,  Indesd,
it b almoss inpossible even Toe so-called
Christian clviligation to stand  against
the vompetition of the Ukinaman. Heneo

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army of 20,000 “Japs,” among whom,
as it seemed impossible to  doubt, were
many ex-soldiers, there was genuine
alarm. When, further, the Imperial
government took interest in their pres-
ence and sent mon-ol-war to the island
to look alter the sons of Nippon, thers
was consternation among the Americans,
who were dearly hoping, yet with fear,
to see what we now behold, When, fur.
ther, these annexationists contrasted the
splendid modern steel cruiser Nuniwa
with the autiquated wooden war ships
of the United States, they feared that
botween the inereasing emigration and
the politieal nmbition of the Japanese,
Hawail was certain to become u portion
of Dui Nippon, Indeed, niter whipping
the Chinese and ripping open the colos-
wus of China for European aggression,
the nverage Japanese abroad was not
excessively modest, This fear of Japan
wis not allayed when Hawaii  became a
republic. It seemed Imperative that
wise regulative measures should not be
counterscted by Japaoess cralt nond un-
serupulousness, I'he  aonexationists
beat the big drum rather noimly  and
strained their thronts
